er resident of town has written to his 
mother, Mrs. C. M. Wolf, telling of 
meeting young Timmins and also tell­ 
ing where she can find him. 
On the 
back of the letter there is written, 
“ Hello, Dear Mother, W illiam” , and 
the handw riting is unmistakably that 
of the missing young man. 
This glad news came in this m orn­ 
ing’s mail and Mrs. Wolf and the rela­ 
tives arid friends of the young man 
are more than delighted over it. 
One 
clue after another has been run down, 
the best detectives obtainable were 
employed to no avail, and for almost 
a year the situation was one of mys­ 
tery to the community and worry to 
the family. 
The latter cam e from an 
entirely unexpected source but one 
which is thoroughly reliable and there 
carf be no question about the boy b e ­ 
ing located. 
Early in the year of 1917 William 
Timmins went to Pittsburgh to accept 
a position of tru st with the Dunlevy 
Packing Company. 
He lived there 
with his uncle, Mr. Cannon, who holds 
a responsible position with the same 
company. Timmins was getting along

ALL ALUMINUM FROM BAUXITE 


Clay Alto Contains Vaat Quantities of 
the Metal, but No Way Ha* Been 
Found to Get It Out. 


Bauxite Is a mineral that contains 
aluminum In a combination which the 
electric furnace will tear apart, thus 
producing the metal. 
Clay also con­ 
tains It In vast quantities, but the trick 
has not yet been turned to set free 
th e aluminum In clay. 
So bauxite Is 
•used. 
There are large deposits of It in 
France, in the territory behind the Ri­ 
viera. 
Before the w ar these deposits 
w ere principally held and exploited by 
thrifty Germans, who shipped th** ore 
Into Switzerland, where a 
Germ un 
owned plant reduced the ore by elec­ 
tricity obtained from Swl«*s waterfalls 
and produced the metal. 
This was 
then shipped Into Germany and large­ 
ly used to make the tips of shells 
which are shot over into France again. 
The rings made by wounded French 
soldiers or sailors of F r a n c e in the 
trenches and sold bere for the benefit 
of orphans are thus very likely to be 
made 
of 
metal 
mined 
In 
France, 
smelted in Switzerland, and manufac­ 
tured into munitions in Germany.
